A BILL TO BE ENTITLED
AN ACT

relating to the regulation of barbers and related occupations,
barbershops and specialty shops, and barber schools; providing a
criminal penalty.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF TEXAS:

SECTION 1. Subsection (b), Section 1601.051, Occupations
Code, is amended to read as follows:

(b) One member appointed under Subsection (a) (1) must be a
resident of a county with a population of 75,000 [25+008] or less.

SECTION 2. Subsection (b), Section 1601.253, Occupations
Code, is amended to read as follows:

(b) The board shall issue a Class A barber certificate to an
applicant who:
(1) complies with the application requirements of this
chapter;

(2) passes the examination with an average grade of at
least 75 percent;

(3) pays a fee set by board rule [aettoexeceed$100];

and
(4) possesses the other qualifications required by
this chapter.
SECTION 3. Subsections (a) and (c), Section 1601.254,
Occupations Code, are amended to read as follows:
(a) An applicant for a teacher's certificate must:
(1) be a Class A barber;

(4) has not committed an act that is a ground for
denial of a license.
SECTION 6. Section 1601.260, Occupations Code, is amended
to read as follows:

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(d) A person operating under a barbershop permit or
specialty shop permit may not move the operation to another
location without submitting a new application to the board,
accompanied by the application fee set by board rule.
SECTION 10. Section 1601.303, Occupations Code, is amended
to read as follows:

SECTION 29. Chapter 1601, Occupations Code, as amended by
this Act, applies only to a license or permit issued, or a fee
charged, by the State Board of Barber Examiners on or after the
effective date of this Act.

SECTION 30. This Act takes effect immediately 1if it
receives a vote of two-thirds of all the members elected to each
house, as provided by Section 39, Article III, Texas Constitution.
If this Act does not receive the vote necessary for immediate
effect, this Act takes effect September 1, 2003.
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
